The first of the long expected in- 
dictments in the city hall graft and 
corruption expose were reported voted 
by the Fulton grand jury Tuesday, 
though they were not presented to 
court and likely will not be until 
Saturday when the present grand jury 
will complete its term of office and 
finish its part in the four-month-old 
investigation. 

The true bills still are in the hands 
of the grand jury and will not ac 
tually become charges against the per- 
sons accused until they have been 
filed in open court. Just how many 
‘ills were voted Tuesday could not be 
learned though it was said that con- 
sideration had been given between 16 
and 20, some of which were passed 
ever for reconsideration later in the) 


week, 

W. Rawson Collier, the grand jury 
foreman, stated definitely Tuesday 
that persons seeking information re- 
sarding the indictments would have 
to wait until Saturday before learn- 


ing anything. 
Questioners Put Off. 


“See me Saturday,” was all the 
foreman would say ‘when questioned 
by reporters and others interested in 
the pr ings. 

It also was reported Tuesday that 
in addition to the indictments and 
presentments to be returned by the 
present grand jury on the city hall in- 
vestigation, that body also is prepar- 
ing for release to the public a history 
of the probe, giving all the details of 
its investigation into every phase of 
alleged graft and corruption. This, 
‘t was said, will be in the nature of 
an open report on all the work ac- 
complished by the grand jury, includ- 
ing that which resulted ©: the indict- 
ments to be formally returned the 
same day and other investigations 
which proved the innocence of per- 
sons who from time to time have been 
linked in the various scandals. 

The indictments considered Tuesday 
all were said to deal with misfeasance 
and malfeasance of office, setting at 
rest unofficial reports that there 
would be a large number. of true bills. 
In the misfeasance and malfeasance 
indictments, the grand jury is expect- 

to incorporate various minor 
charges, thereby bringing in what is 
known as an “omnibus” indictment 
against séveral persons who previous- 
.ly had been reported to be facing 
a long list of indictments. 

Routine Business Handled. 

In addition to consideration of the 
indictments, the grand jury also went 
into its routine business and devoted 
several hours to further delving into 
charges of irregularities in municipal 
affairs Tuesday, with the leasing of 
the old city hall to the Dinkler hotel | 
interests reported to be the chief ob-

SNOOK LOSES LAST 
APPEAL FOR LIE 


U. S. Supreme Court Re- 
fuses To Intervene in 
Professor’s Execution. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—(/)— 
The supreme court declined today to 
review the conviction of James How- 
ard Snook for murdering Theora Hix, 
and—unless other recourses are more 
successful—the former Ohio State 
University professor will be executed 
on Friday night. 

Word of the supreme court decision 
quickly reached his counsel at Colum- 
bus, Ohio. They intend to seek a stay 
of execution from Governor Cooper, 
of that state, and also to ask the state 
board of clemency to review the con- 
viction. 

The decision of the highest tribunal 
was announced by Chief Justice 
Hughes. The order of denial was is- 
sued at once and hastened to the Ohio 
supreme court. 

It will close the doors of the courts 
to Snook unless he can obtain a writ 
of habeas corpus. Lawyers here, fa- 
miliar with the practice in the fed- 


eral courts, predicted today that the 
federal district court would not enter- 
tain habeas corpus proceedings in view 
of the refusal of the highest court to 


grant a review. 


Snook contended that he had been 


deprived of constitutiqna] rights in his 


trial because two statements, one of 
whici he claimed had been obtained 
by brutal third degree methods, and 
another alleged confession to news- 
papermen, had been admitted as evi- 
dence at the trial. He also asserted 
that the jury had been intimidated by 
outbursts from spectators in the 
courtroom during the trial, that he 
had been forced to trial when not 
ready; that he had been tried by a 
jury to which he had objected. 

By suspension of its rules, the su- 
preme court yesterday permitted 
Snook to file his petition for review, 
and each justice carefully studied the 
grounds urged for setting aside the 
verdict, without finding s..fficient sub- 
oe to warrant a review by the 
cou 


Standard Oil Pays 


Victims $250,000 


ELIZABETH, N. Y., Feb. 25.—() 
The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey today announced distribution 
of a fund of $250,000 to the families 
of the victims of the explosion which 
killed 13 men and injured more than 
50 a week ago. The company also 
announced a gift of $5,000 to each of 
the three Elizabeth hospitals which 
cared for the dying and injured men. 
A statement by the company explain- 
ed that the $250,000 would more than 
cover the amount which it was re- 
quired to pay by law. Seven of the 
men killed had been with the company 
more than one year and their fam- 
ilies will receive amounts ranging 
from $750 to $3,000, according to the 
length of service and wages. The 
other families will bé compensated on 
a similar scale.

school in Loew’s Grand theater was 
occupied before time for the lecture 
to start on the opening day. 

The school started Tuesday and 
will continue daily through Friday. 
The cooking demonstrations. which are 
under the direction of Miss Jessie 
Marie DeBoth, begin at 10 o'clock and 
are concluded at noon, 

For those anxious to get desirable 
seats, however, the doors are opened 
at 9:15, 45 minutes before the dem- 
onstrations start, and many took ad- 
vantage of this on the opening day. 

Preceding the cooking lectures, Ka- 
trina Van Televox, a mechanical serv- 
ant developed by the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company, 
is demonstrated. The demonstration 
is staged by Robert E. Morris, a mem- 
ber of the domestic appliance depart- 
ment of the company. 

The automaton was brought to At- 
lanta through the courtesy of the 
Georgia Power Company, and this is 
the first public demonstration at 
which Katrina has been shown. 

The demonstration heid the interest 
of the crowd while waiting for the 
cooking demonstrations to start. At 
a whistle from her master, Katrina 
went through her bag of tricks, even 
to talking.

King BenIs Dead 


BENTON HARBOR, Mich., Feb. 
25.—(P)—“King” Benjamin Purnell, 
who died three years ago, according 
to state records, was pronounced dead 
today by H. T. Dewhirst, successor 
to Benjamin as temporal manager of 
the Israelite House of David. 

The “king,” who taught there would 
be everlasting life for the Israelites, 
and whose body has been held in state 
since his death awaiting resurrection, 
is gone forever, Dewhirst sadly ad- 
mitted. With his demise an accepted 
fact, the lure of immortality has been 
effaced from the teachings of the col- 
ony. ’ 

Despite the loss of the tenet which 
was credited with bringing more mem- 
bers to the cult than any other single 
thing, and in face of internal dis- 
sension which has torn the member- 
ship and property in two, the organ- 
ization will attempt to carry on—di- 
vided in business affairs but together 
in adherence to the fundamentals of 
the Israelite faith. 

The so-called official faction, head- 
ed by Dewhirst, will continue to op- 
erate the Benton Harbor colony, its 
amusement park and allied  enter- 
prises, he said. “Queen” Mary Pur- 
nell, former consort of Benjamin, has 
been allotted valuable farm lands and 
some colony property in Benton Har- 


bor. 

. “The faith we followed under Ben- 
jamin will be continued by.all the Is- 
raelites.° Benjamin was the seventh 
messenger. There will not an 
eighth. Sometime during the. period 
of the seventh messenger and the 
seven angels 144,000 Israelites will 
assume immortality. We cannot prom- 
ise everlasting life to those now in 
the colony. We do not know when 
the ingathering will be. We do con- 
tend, however, that our vegetarian 
diet and exemplary lives encourage

AMERICANS AVERT 
SANGUINARY FIGHT 
N SANTO DOMINGO 


U. S. Diplomats Effect 
Temporary Truce as 
Armies Face Each Other 
Near Capital.

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Re- 

public, Feb. 25.—The tactful diplo- 
macy of an American career diplomat, 
Minister Charles B. Curtis, and the 
risk-taking exploits of John Moore 
Cabot, young secretary of the United 
States legation here, were believed 
tonight to have prevented the possi- 
bility of immediate bloodshed in the 
Dominican revolution. 

Santo Domingo, the capital, was 
quiet, government forces and insur- 
rectionists were facing each other in 
a line about 13 miles from the city 
but were maintaining a truce pending 
negotiations. The rebels’ army was 
estimated at from 500 to 1,000, but 
their strength in the interior was not 
ascertainable as telegraph service was 
interrupted. 

As the situation gave promise of 
Straightening out, there seemed a 
smaller possibility of a mator involve- 
ment of the United States in this new 
Caribbean crisis. President Horacio 
Vasquez, who served one term and a 
two-year extension, had not resigned, 
but his vice president, Jose Dolores 
Alfonseca, had announced his resigna- 
tion. The action requires congres- 
sional acceptance. 

The two Americans, Curtis and 
Cabot, got busy yesterday as soon as 
it was learned the rebels had cap- 
tured Santiago le Los Caballeros and 
the fortress at Monte Cristi, in the 
north, and were marching on Santo 
Domingo. 

Curtis, a New York appointed min- 
ister last December after 20 years’ 
diplomatic service, had been here only 


a month, but met the crisis eool- 
headedly and by night and day labor 
nided in restoring confidence here. 
He sent Cabot to Santiago De Los 
Caballeros, center of the revolt, to 
find out what the insurrectionists 
wanted with a view to reconciling the 
factions, 

This was an assignment to Cabot’s 
liking. If there was on thing he 
loved it was motoring—with risks. As 
vice consul at Lima before coming 
here he used to spend his holidays 
trying to make his car set new Peru- 
vian mountain-climbing records. 

En route to his destination in a 
runabout coupe, he arranged with the 
opposing forces, confronting each oth- 
er, to delay fighting. He then tra- 
versed a lonely mountain region, 
broken only by occasional tobacco,

ARREST IN MURDER MYSTERY MAY FOLLOW 


Helps Solve Robbery Series

A shriek that rent the air along 
Decatur street, plus a perfectly aimed 
brick-bat, Tuesday afternoon helped 
the police solve one of the many hold- 
ups which recently terrorized a group 
of independent grocers, and it is be- 
lieved will lead to a solution of a 
number of other holdups and to arrest 
of the slayer of Sam Nissen, Fulton 
street grocer, who died January 12 
after being shot by bandits. 

Business brought E. Deschovitz, who 
operates a grocery at 6509 Martin 


street, down to Five Points. More 
business carried him strolling down 
Decatur. In the long block west of 
the station house Deschovitz espied a 
face that was more than familiar, if 
none the less ebony. It brought back 
to him the stinging vision of $65 
which departed his keeping without 
his consent—in fact, whally against 
his will. R 

One of the first pictures Deschovitz 
ever saw was labeled “Stop Thief!” 
It all came back to him in a jiffy, 
as they once said in the old south. It 
took him a split second less than a 
jiffy to cry out the phrase he remem- 

red. A son of Ham took to flight. 
Deschovitz cried out louder. Finding 
his shouts ineffective, save to startle 
fellow pedestrians, Deschovitz suited 
action to words, Thanks to the pros- 
perity program of street building, a 
nice, half-size, sharp-cornered brick 
bat was within reach. It was not 
only within reach, it seemed to be 
meeting Deschovitz half way. 

Those who saw him aim, and the 
police afterward confirmed § eye- 
witness acounts, say that Deschovitz

B. Scoggins and taken to headquarters 
they admitted that they participated 
in the Deschovitz holdup and con- 
fessed that with Hendricks they held 
up Sam Nissen on the night of Janu- 
ary 10 and that Hendricks fired the 
shot which caused the grocer’s death 
two days later. 

Watkins was the first of the two to 
be grilled after they had been named 
by Hendricks as his accomplices. 
Harvey, questioned afterward, sub- 
stantially agreed to the story Wat- 
kins told. Hendricks denied the kill-

FUND OF $98,000 
FOR FIRE STATION 
AND BRIDGE ASKED 


Fulton County Commis- 
sion, at Special Meeting 
Today, Expected To Au- 
thorize Expenditures. 


Fulton county commissioners, at a 
special meeting today, are expected to 
vote $98,000 to provide for establish- 
ment of a fire station in the northern 
section of the county and to make re- 
construction of the southern span of 
the Forsyth street viaduct possible. 

This announcement was made Tues- 
day night by Dr. W. L. Gilbert, chair- 
man of the commission, who declared 
that he would call a special session 
of the commission some ‘time today. 

He could not set the time for the 
meeting pending return to Atlanta of 
Commissioner Paul 8, Etheridge, who 
has been away for the past several 
days. 

A total of $68,000 will be set up 
for erection of the fire station, 
equipping it and providing a force 
of 10 men to handle the apparatus. 

Councilman William HE. Saunders, 
chairman of the Atlanta board of fire- 
masters, announced Tuesday that he 
would ask the board to discontinue 
service outside fhe limits of the bor- 
ough of Atlanta unless the county 
takes steps by the meeting of the 
board at 7:30 o’clock tonight to carry 
out a tacit agreement a majority of 


the commissioners made with fire 
board members séveral weeks ago. 


To Provide $30,000. 


Another $30,000 is to be provided 
by the county to match a similar sum 
already voted by the borough to make 
reconstruction of the Forsyth street 
viaduct possible. 

The commission today also is slated 
to confirm the selection of Jim George 
as clerk of the Fulton county superior 
court pending a special election to be 
called in the near future by the or- 
dinary to elect a successor to the late 
Tom Miller.

INTIAL VOTE 


Ministry Collapse Forces 

London Conference To 
Prepare for Still More 
Delay. 


TARDIEU FAVORED 
FOR CALL TO POST, 


Recently Unseated Pre- 
mier Believed Likely To 
Succeed Socialist in 
Power. 


PARIS, Feb. 25.—(#)—France’s 
new left-wing government went down 
to defeat today at its first appear- 


ance before the chamber of deputies 
amid a bitter attack from the opposi- 


tion. 
Premier Camille Chautemps, de- 


spite his pleas that it was important 


for France to send a delegation back 
to the London naval conference quick- 


ly. was beaten on the crucial vote of 
confidence by a margin of 12 votes, 
289 to 277. 

For the third time in the history of 
the third republic, the chamber re- 


fused to give an incoming ministry 
a chance. After cheering former Pre- 
mier Tardieu on his entrance, the 
deputies taunted M. Chautemps for 
having caused the downfall of his pre- 
decessor in order to “give the radical- 
socialist party a chance to get govern- 
mental portfoliv.” 

The general opinion in Paris to- 
hight was that Andre Tardieu or 
Aristide Briand would be called by 
President Doumergue to form a new 
government. 

Mr. Briand, however, already has 
made known his disinclination to ac- 
cept the premiership in any govern- 
ment, though willing to take the post 
of ministry of foreign affairs. 

Former Premier Tardieu therefore 
appears to have an excellent chance of 
going back as premier before the 
chamber that defeated him by five 
votes a week ago. 

The voting took place amid great 
excitement both inside and outside the 
Palais-Bourbon where the chamber 
sits, 
The balloting was carefully checked 
for nearly an hour, while the cham- 
ber and the lobbies seethed with ex- 
citement. Until] the last minute many 
deputies hoped the official ' recount 
would give Premier Chautemps enough 
votes to slip through and thus per- 
mit France to send a delegation te 
the naval conference in London to- 
morrow. 

Several thousand people linc the 
embankments of the Seine in front of 
the Palais-Bourbon to await the vote. 
When Premier Chautemps and his 
ministers. emerged from the building, 
on their way give their resignations 
to President Doumergue, the crowd 
shouted “Vive Tardieu—Long Live 
Tardieu.” 

The entire cabinet called at the 
Elysee palace a little before 10 p.m. 
and handed in their collective resigna- 
tion. On leaving Presiden: u- 
mergue, M. Chautemps told waiting 
newspapern.en, “I am leaving with 
rancor and bitterness toward none. I

Anti-Plus Fours, 
New Golf Pants 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.--(UN)— 
After ten years of trying to figure out 
something that a man could Wear on a 
golf course and @eel sporty in, and at 
the same time something whicn wvuld 
not be plus fours, the 500 tailors com- 
posing the New York Custom Cutters’ 
Club cried “Eureka!” today. 

The new invention was ziven to the 
world at their annual style show. It 


it was and the tailors have great faith 
in it, partly because they have never 
liked plus fours anyhow and partly 
because it is a very gentlemanly- 
appearing garment. 


Before the anti-plus fours were un- 
veiled it was explained that they have 
a number of advantages over the 
knickerbockers which now deface the 
expensive landscape of the better coun- 
try clubs, and also advantages over the 
Australian shorts, which one faction 
of tailors hoped woutd put plus fours 
out of business a couple of years ago. 

The main disadvaniage of the shorts 
was that nobody would wear them ex- 


cept a few egotists thick-skinned 
enough to endure the jibes of the lock- 


er rooms, and a secondary disadvan- | 
tage was that the masculine knee, ex- | 


posed by the shorts, turned out only 
in rare instances to be something to 
go home and dream about. 

The whole campaign to popularize 


shorts, therefore, collapsed almost un- 
noticed. What was worse, the number 
of plus fours increased. These plus 
fours invariably sagged at the seat and 
bagged at the knee and also offered an 
irresistible temptation to a good many 
golfers to affix tassles to the calves 
of their legs. 

These tassels caused tailors more 
pain than the public has ever sus- 


ted.

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Bee’s Handiwork Used 
For Undoing of the Ant 


Song and story culogize the ant 
and the bee for their industry and 
hold them up as criterions for the 
more slothful of the genus homo. 

Georgia state entomologists, how- & 
ever, while permitting the bee his greiae citiy — 
accolade, have dubbed the ant the Ta Pe te Cant Os 
“pirate of the pantry” and a bane me 
to the human race. 

At the same time, they advocate 
utilizing the handiwork of the bee for 
the undoing of the ant. 

Honey, car rying a generous quantity 
of sodium arsenite (not arsenate), 1s 
what turns the trick. This particular 
arsenic formula is described by the 
entomologists as the ant’s deadliest 
enemy. Honey, on the other hand, 
is the ant’s gastronomic affinity, far 
more of an attraction than syrup or 
other sweets. 

While it is considered advisable to 
get explicit instructions for individual 
eases from the state board of en- 
iecnaleny, Atlanta, experts of the de- 
partment said the following formula 
is generally the best to be used, pro- 
vided it is accurately mixed and used: 

Granulated sugar, 9 pounds; water, 
9 pints; tartaric acid (crystallized), 
6 grams; benzoate of soda, 8.4 grams. 

The above ingredients should be 
boiled slowly for 30 minutes and al- 
lowed to cool. 

Dissolve 15 grams of sodium ar- 
senite (C. P.) in a half pint of hot 
water. Cool, add poison to syrup and 
stir well. 

Add to the poisoned syrup one and 
a quarter pounds of honey and mix 
thoroughly.

Assistant Commerce Secre- 
tary Optimistic in Jack- 
sonville Address. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Feb. 25.— 
(?)—Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce, told the interna- 
tional naval stores conference here to- 
night that the south is on the eve of 
a great expansion in her foreign trade 
and in the midst of an economic ad- 
yance “as fundamental as it is 
striking.” 

“In the new industrial south,”’ he 
said, “we are witnessing a display of 
extraordinary energy, skill and de- 
termination.” He declared that the 
“activities of the south have ramified 
amazingly. Manifold new interests 
are being vigorously developed. All 
sorts of splendidly successful pro- 
ductive efforts have sprung up in re- 
cent years. And certain of these— 
as we are gratified to see—are of an 
absolutely novel character, promising 
to make a vital contribution to our 


American economic life throughout the ; 


coming years.’ 

The value of southern manufactures 
and wages paid in southern factories 
“have more than tripled in less than 
20 years.” Dr. Klein explained that 
references to ecédnomic progress of the 
south included the states of Mary- 
Jand, West Virginia, Missouri and 
Oklahoma, in addition to the so-called 
old south. The address was broadcast 
by radio by the Columbia broadcast- 
ing system. 

He said the manufactured products 
of the south were valued in 1927, the 
last census year, at $10,371,000,000, 
or a little more than twice the value 
of southern crops and live stock. Dr. 
Klein explained, however, that he 
mentioned this not by way of criti- 
cizing the farm staple industries of 
the south, “but simply to correct the 
impression that the south is. economi- 
cally lop-sided through overdependence 
upon cotton and tobacco.’’ This im- 
pression, he said, “is, of course, mere- 
ly uninformed nonsense.” 

The speaker declared 
trial growth of the south is not en- 


tirely a post-war development, “even | 


if by ‘war’ we should mean the war of 
61 to ’65.” He said that from 1840 
to 1860 the south supplied about one- 
fourth of the pig iron produced in the 
nation, 

“What we have witnessed in recent 
vears has been a mag#iiticent flower- 
ing and fruition from seeds that were 
planted long ago.”

embroiled in a discussion of appropria- 


ion. Carter Glass, of Virginia, a 
emocrat, accused the chief executive 
of trying to blame congress for the 


esident’s Economy St 
_ Provokes Senate Debate 
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Hoover ha. set-up a straw man and 
then knocked him down. 

The president in‘nis remarks at the 
White House said that only a:small 
per cent of the proposals to spend 
money emanated from congress, mak- 
ing clear it was his he sore that suc 
propositions originated from groups all 
over the country. 

Mr. Hoover said many of, the pro- 
posals “eventually should be and un- 
doubtedly would be undertaken in fu- 
ture years, but added that this was 
“no time for general expansion of pub- 
lic expenditures,” although there were 
sufficient resources to meet budget 
needs and “such necessities a& mar- 
ginal cases of disability among veter- 
ans and the speeding up of public 


works.” .

The debate attracted a round of sen- 
ators. Senator Borah, of Idaho, one 
of the leaders of the republican inde- 
pendents, remarked that “there are 
some of us who will go to the limit 
in this drive to keep down appropria- 
tions, and as chairman of one senate 
committee I am going to start on two 
bills that have been recommended by 
the administration.” 

When Watson expressed the view 
that the attack teday was aimed at 
the administration Senator Glass heat- 
edly retorted that he had “never raised 
this issue as a partisan matter, and I 
have never done any such thing.” 

“But I don’t propose to sit supine- 
ly by.” continued the Virginian, “when 
the White House undertakes to raise 
resentment against this body.” 


Recommendations Read. 


Glass read the recommendations of 
the president to congress for appropri- 
ations at this session, and said that 
congress had’ pared these down by 
$20,000,000 in enacting the law. 

“The White House is trying to stir 
‘resentment against the congress,” he 
continued, “by the unmistakable inti- 
mation that we have indulged in a 
riot of extravagance and yet the presi- 
dent finds himself in the humiliating 
situation of having recommended to us 
$20,000,000 more than congress is 
willing to appropriate.” 

Senator Watson assumed a full 
share of responsibility for the White 
House conference; said he did appre- 
hend danger in the many appropria- 
tion bills before congress and express- 
ed the hope that the conference and 
ny debate would help “stem the 
tide.’ 

Senator Watson asked, “Does the 
senator from Virginia think that I 
have any resentment of congress?” 

The Indiana senator then said the 
$160,000,000 tax reduction authorized 
for this year and a falling off in 
imports after passage of the house 
tariff bill had reduced government 


revenues. 
Have Right. 
“We therefore have a right,” he 
asserted, “‘to point out that if these 
bills are passed we would have to 


| make a bond issue or increase taxes.”

| Wisconsin, interrupted to say that “it

Strange Sea Attack 


Reported by Captain 


AVALON, Santa Catalina Island, 
Cal., Feb. 25.—(AP)—Captain. Tom 
Lobospoff, of the fishing boat Taiyo, 
put into port here tonight and re- 
counted a story of being fired upon 
hy a mysterious assailant yesterday at 
San Nicolas island, a barren bit of 
land 40 miles west of here. One mem- 


ber of his two-man crew was slain and | 


the other probably fatally wounded. 

The skipper said his boat was an- 
chored in a cove on the island and 
he and Steve Somerabko, of Lan- 
easter, Cal., and John Heise, of San 
Pedro, Cal., were below deck when 
they heard a disturbance ashore. He 
said Someranko went out to recon- 
moiter and was shot dead. Heise then 
went out and was critically wounded. 

Captain Loboskoff said he crept 
onto the deck to get a glimpse of 
the assailants, but was unable to see 
anybody.

Cain charges that while the writ- 
ings purported to be absolute and orig- 
inal assignments to pass all title and 
rights of possession, all references as 
to the delivery of his wages were 
omitted in order to facilitate the 
scheme of renewals and the collection 
of alleged excessive interest eharges. 
In order to conceal the alleged ille- 
gality, the plaintiff orally agreed that 
the defendant should not leave any 
of his wages with his employer for 
the plaintiff but should collect the 
wages as usual and pay the renewal 
charges, executing the renewal assign- 
ments which were held as collateral 
security for the loan. 

Although the finance company 
knew that the sum of $57.60, eight 
per cent a year, was the legal charge 
tor the period of time the money 
was borrowed, yet it charged and re- 
ceived the sum of $1,080, Cain alleges.

As for “seeming antagonisms be- 
tween the old and the young,” Mr. 
Davis declared, that “the great fault 
here is that the older people allowed 
themselves to grow old. It is not the 
revolt of youth we must fear, but this 
willingness of our elders to sit back 
and be old. So long as we do s0, it is 
only natural for the young to regard 
us as ‘mosskacks.’ 

“We must Jearn to delight in plac- 
ing young men and old men side by 
side in the same jobs and occupations, 
the older ‘man keeping himself young 
from the vim and enthugiasm of the 
youth beside him.”

Blazing Meteorite 
Strikes Y oung Man 
Near Hahira, Ga. 


HAHIRA, Ga., Feb. 25.—J. F. 
Horn, a farmer living five miles east 
of Hahira, in what is kn: wn as the 
King’s Chapel neighborhood, reports 
a phenomenal incident. His 18-year- 
old son was plowing in a field about 
one-quarter of a mile from the Horn 
home and the father was sitting on 
the front porch of his dwelling talk- 
ing with a neighbor. Mr. Horn and 
his guest heard a peculiar noise—a 
noise made by somcthing going rapidly 
through the air. As it faded away, 
they wondered what it could be. 

This happened near the noon hour 
and when the son failed to come up 
for dinner at the accustomed time, the 
elder men walked over into the field 
to see what could be the mattc~-. They 
found young Horn lying on the ground 
in a semi-conscious state, with a burn- 
ed, place on his shirt in the chest 
section of the garment. 

As soon as the son recovered suf- 
ficiently they helped him to his feet 
and he told of his experience as fol- 
lows: He was plowing, had gotten to 
the end of the row and was turning 
his team around to plow in the op- 
posite direction when he heard and 
saw a- fiery missile, coming towards 
him at a terrific speed. It was too 
near to dodge and struck him a glanc- 
ing blow on the chest. After that he 
knéw nothing further, until the two 
men came to him, 

The Horns state that a very un- 
usual odor was still evident at the 
time the boy returned to his senses. 
Young Horn was wearing the same 


garment in Hahira a few hours after 


the experience and the burned section 
was very evident. ‘The Horns have 
lived in this section for several years 
and are very reliable, substantial peo- 
ple whose word is thoroughly authen- 
tic. No trace of meteorite  frag- 
ments could be found by the Horns 
and their farmer neighbor, and it is 
to be supposed that it was consumed 
in its own heat. Young Horn stated 
that the noise igmade was like that of 
water poured upon a red hot piece of 
iron and it also made a sound 
whirring, whistling, as if caused by 
its speed.

LOWER UTILITY RATES 
GOAL OF ASSOCIATION 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Feb. 25.—(?)—a& 
legislative program to reduce gas and 


electric light rates over the state will 
be outlined before the Municipal Utili- 
ties Rate Association of Georgia in 
Macon next Tuesday by its chairman, 
William H. Lester, he announced to- 
day.- 

The association, which is composed 
of officials of several Georgia cities, 
also plans to employ an expert “to 
ong the peoples’ side of all cases 
efore the public service commission,” 
Mr. Lester said. He said: “The state 
is pretty well controlled by three pow- 
erful utility groups-—-the Georgia 
Power Company, the Central Public 
Utility Company, operating a number 
of gas plants, and the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company” — which had 
“hired propaganda agencies paid for 
out of the pockets of the very people 
they are oppressing.” He added that 
“the public’s side of the case is also 
entitled to a hearing, both in the pub- 
lic service commission and before, the 
general public.” . 

Mr. Lester said that “our investiga- 
tions have made us come to the con- 
clusion that the public service com- 
mission is not functioning as it should, 
and as it was intended by law.’ With 
only one rate expert it is not able to 
make proper investigation. Instead of 
being the peoples advocate, it has 
become little more than a court of 
hearing.

DRIVE ON CRIME} 


Gangsters Invade Chicago 
Hospital in Attempt To 
Kill Hoodlum. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—(4)—Gunmen 
flouting the police drive against 
criminals invaded the solitude .f a 
hospital room last night and attempted 
to assassinate Frank McErlane, vet- 
eran gang leader, already wounded. 
They succeeded in sending three more 
bullets into the disabled gangster’s 
body before he fought them off with 
a pistol he had hidden under his 
pillow. 

An hour earlier Joseph Fallon, an- 
other gunman, died from bullet 
wounds iuflicted during a gun fight 
with Detective John J. Ryan, who 
himself was slain. 

A short time before that the body 
of Paul Perconti, a racketeer, was 
found buried in quick lime in a con- 
crete grave dug in an abandoned barn 
in the Duneland east of Chicago. 

These three sffrays punctuate the 
civic campaign against crime which 
during the last two weeks saw 5,000 
suspects rounded up in an intensive 
drive which aroused the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce into creating a 
businessmen’s crime commission and a 
$1,000,000 fund for combating the 
criminal. 

McErlane, whom gangland knows as 
its “toughest,” was shot as he lay al- 
ready wounded on his bed in a pri- 
vate hospital room. 

Fights Assailants. 

With his right leg in a cast and 
swung high With pulleys and weights, 
McErlane grabbed a revolver from be- 
neath his pillow and fired back at his 
assailants as they fled into the cor- 
ridor. 

One of the _ assailants’ bullets 
pierced McErlane’s back; another his 
wrist and a third lodged in the right 
thigh. 

As “Charles Miller,” McErlane 
gained entrance to the hospital Jauu- 
ary for treatment of a _ bullet 
wound, .which he said he had acci- 
dentally inflicted. 

While the nurse was out of the 
room last night, the assailants quietly 
slipped in. A _ fussillade broke the 
quietness, followed by screams of pa- 
tients. McErlane’s nurse, returning 
hurriedly down the corridor, found the 
door open and her patient groaning on 
the bed, 

Police were called, but McErlane 
maintained he was “Miller” until rec- 
ognized by detectives. 

A search revealed the gangster’s re- 
volver under the pillow. It had been 
emptied, and bullet pits on the wall 
of the corridor opposite the door to 
McErlane’s room indicated the bat- 
tle he waged with his attackers.

The Seminole marriage is one of

Any difficulties that Sun d 
arise are taken vr mae the bride’s e 
ders and the couple abides by what- 
ever decision is handed down. 
Braves and squaws will join in the 
wedding feust immediately following 
the ceremony with picturesque 
Seminole dances during the feasting, 
according to Indian lore handed down 
from generation to generation. Ac-

These com- 
modities also are now on the free list, 
Nine amendments to the silk, pa- 
pers ana books and sundries schedules 
were adopted today. and two were re- 
jected.

A new squad of plainclothesmen has 
been gumshoeing around the séhate 
wing of the capitol ‘and all but one of 
the entrances have been locked be- 
cause of a bomb scare and fears of 
senators that they were being followed 


by prohibition agents. 

The story of the double espionage 
was told today by Republican Floor 
Leader James E. Watson, who an- 
nounced he had made an exhaustive 
investigation and had come to the con- 
clusion that the fears of senetors were 
without foundation. 

Three senators receiyca letters ad- 
vising them it would be well for them 


to remain out of the senate chamber 
for a few weeks. Two senators found 
théir offices ransacked and papers mis- 
placed. Several other senators receiv- 
ed private information that dry 
sleuths were following them around 
to see if they observed the prohibition 
laws. rca 

Watson revealed, in confirming an 
exclusive United News dispatch of to- 
day, that he directed the capitol police 
to take extreme precautions and start- 
ed an investigation of his own. His of- 
fice attaches were so aroused that, un- 
beknown to Watson, they established 
a plainclothes guard outside of his of- 
fice, a few feet away from the senate 
chamber.

A taxpayer possessing stock of @ 
corporation cannot deduct from gross 
income any amount claimed as a loss 
merely on account of shrinkage in 
value of such stock on account of fluc 
tnation of the market or otherwise. 
The loss allowable in such case is 
that actually suffered when the stock 
is disposed of. 

A taxpayer, other than a dealer in 
securities, cannot deduct any loss 
claimed to have been sustained from 
the sale of stock or securities, if with- 
in 30 days before or after such sale 
he has acquired (other than by be- 
quest or inheritance) substantially 
identical property. This provision is 
designed to prevent a taxpayer, in 
computing net ineome, from claiming 
as a deduction a so-called “loss” sus- 
tained from a sale of securities, which 
is immediately followed or immediate- 
ly preceded by a purchase of sub- 
stantially identical securities. 

Gain or loss, however, is realized in 
the case of a “short sale.” A taxpayer 
owning 100 shares of the X corpora- 
tion, who purchases another 100 
shares and within 30 days thereafter 
sells the first purchased stock can- 
not deduct any loss claimed to have 
been sustained from the transaction; 
if he sells the entire 200 shares, a 
gain or loss from both transactions 
is thereby realized at that time: and 
if he sells the stock included within 
the second purchase a gain or loss is 
realized.

With Pilot Jersey Ringel reported

Army fliers will test the new oil- 
burning engine in a fighting airplane | 
soon, it Was announced Tuesday from } 
Washington. Aviation experts at 
Wright field, Ohio, are checking re- 
sults of a 50-hour test of one of the 
new “Packard-Diesel” engines, which 
Was announced by the war depart- 
ment Tuesday as successful. The de- 
partment said another engine is being 
purchased for installation in standard 
army planes for exhaustive flying 
tests. The Packard-Diesel is a radi- 
eal departure from the usual engine in 
that it has no spark plugs, ignition | 
system or carburetor. Its motive pow- 
er is derived from oil pumped into 
the cylinders through a spray. nozzle 
and ignited by heat generated by com- 
pression. Should the final tests prove 
successful, they might he the forerun- 
ner of a revolutionary change in avia- | 
tion, it was said at Washington. 


Many high army and navy officials 
regard the Diesel engine as feasible. 
They have expressed the belief it will 
come into general use in powering 
lighter-than-air craft before many 
years and with further perfection may 
entirely replace gasoline airplane en- 
gines. Also, if successful, the two 
greatest obstacles confronting the more 
rapid advancement of aviation will be 
eliminated—high cost of operating 
airplanes and hazard from fire. Last 
summer a Stinson, powered by one of 
these engines, was flown from De- 
troit to Langley field, Virginia, about 
600 miles, in less than seven hours 
and at a fuel cost of about $6.50. 
For nine years the national advisory 
committee for aeronautics has been 
engaged in research in Diesel engi- 
neering at its laboratory at Langley 
field. When a useful engine had al- 
most been developed several years ago 
the committee turned over the results 
of all its experiments to the Pack- 
ard company for further development.
